The Message of the Piscean Christ was the acceptance of the Impersonal, Spiritual 
Presence---Which moves and acts through the three Higher Centers of Consciousness, 
throat, brow and crown. This meant a totel annihilation of all the supports and 
props the human personality had surrounded itself with. It meant also the re-

The answer to all these extremely significant questions is to be found in what must, 
for the time being, be called the HUMAN PERSONALITY. No one can understand such 
a thing as a Divine Personality, a Cosmic Nature, until one is able to understand 
the Human-Personalized-Being, 


None of the answers to these pregnant questions will be given in full. Various and 
related aspects of the questions will be considered and explained-~but the Student 
is required to act upon the hints given and reach an understanding of the meahing 
of these points aided only by his personal experiences and his natural perceptions, 
Even though the full and complete answers were given it is highly improbable that 
the Student would properly grasp the unwritten,umspoken concepts which can never be 
contained in any words.

Belief in our immortality, or in the everlasting nature of our SSoul" is found in 
every race, It is so deep-rooted as to have resisted successfully all the many 
attempts of the atheists,umbelievers and rank materialists to change national and 
racial habits. (And this is true because no human heart ever lived who was able 
‘to completely erase from himself the belief in his immortal nature--though he may 
---—s«t} gall himself an atheist, materialist or whatnot. No one can erase the Divine and 
ss || Eternal Spark That burns within his heart of hearts.) 


The Ancient Hedonbatense has aga beer able to provide us ‘with the answer to 
every question, And in this most momentous matter of our immortal nature The 
Teachers of the Holy Word have supplied us with all the necessary Truths long,long 
| ago. You have all know these Truths in ages past. And though you temporarily 
may not be able to answer your own questions just now, concerning your eternal Self,

The sensitive Soul (one who eventually becomes a Shaded of the Light) alveys,in 
some way or another, feels and recognizes ‘his failure to remain in the World of | 
Light. This undercurrent of grief in having. to return to an earthly Se uemenen ty 
llais (in the case of the sensitive Student) resvonsible for untold suffering, and 
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is often a "peculiar" person--judged by the standards of that which the world re- 
gards as "normal." Students are indeed "different! They are often very strange 
in their attitude to life and its many aspects when compared to the masses of un- 
thinking human beings called "Society." And much if not all of this "strange- 
ness" comes from the deep-seated record of their recent experiences in the world 
of Heaven, or the Spiritual Planes, Not, if you please! not from their unhappy 
experiences during childhood (as the psychologists insist) nor from their weird 
experiences as a tiny bit of spermatia in the body of their mother=—- as those 
lunatic disciples of Dianetics would have us believe, 


Unquestionably there are repercussions throughout our adult life from experiences 
of our childhood days. Childhood experiences can indeed be felt in a disasterous 
degree through many things of our'mature'years. But the true source of these in- 
fluences must be traced not back to childhod=--but back to our existence in the 
wonderously happy planes of the Heaven Worlds, just before we were reborn again as 
achild. his is the explanation given by The Elder Brothers of Humanity; and 
the thoughtful Student can easily take the subject from here and carry it to its 
magnificently logical conclusions. 


We read constantly that our life and action in this mortal world of physical life 
greatly conditions, if not entirely determines, the state of our Spiritual life in 
the Inner Planes of "Heaven." But little, if any, emphasis has been placed on the 
equally powerful influences our Spiritual activities in the Cosmic Planes will 
have upon our next life in the physical or mortal world. When the Student, the 
Disciple of the Light, begins to perceive and understand the dynamic influences 
which his Heaven-life exerts upon the future rebirth he will have as a mortal or 
earthly being, then he has indeed taken a great step forward in learning how to 
wisely control and direct his Divine Destiny. 


If, as the disciples of Dianetics insist, if our physical life is tremendously in=- 
fluenced and conditioned by the experiences we have during our development in the 
pody of our mothers, it should not be difficult for them to understand the influen- 
ces of the pre-earth experiences we have just before human conception, When the 
exponents of Dianetics penetrate the subtle mysteries of Mind which lie outside 

the peregrinations of the sperm cells they will discover the true causes of all 
human confusion and error, And they will then be in a position to elevate their 
"revelations" to the dignity of a genuine science, Until then, caveat emptor. 


As for modern psycholagy, when one observes its results from the superficial level 
of physical consciousness, they do seem to achieve reliable healings, or at least 
transformations in the mental and emotional equipment of its disciples to merit 
approval. In most cases these healings are the result of substitutions: a greater 
evil is replaced by a lesser one; a greater doubt by a smaller one. And in the 
vast relief the patient experiences in his freedom from the greater error, he is 
consoled and happily able to believe in the impotence of his remaining "errors." 
Psychology,as it is practiced today, is largely a matter of sublimation, or sub- 
stitution, in which ideas, both pleasant and evil, are juggled around in an in= 
tellectual mumbo-jumbo which seems quite as effective as Voodoo in the narcotic 
influences it has upon the human personality. It is similar to the practice of 
taking a pain-killer rather than removing the subtle source of the disorder, The 
inevitable recokening must someday arrive. The patient must face himself, He 
must face his TRUE SELF, Before this supreme Reality, aspirin, narcotics, or the 
alibis of psychology (and Dianttics,its poor white trash) are of no avail. |

The above quotation is typical of the countless books which undertake to "explain" 
this mighty mystery to us, And it is little wonder that so few of us understand. 
It is perfectly true that our High-Self has no ending--<but it is not, fundament- 
ally,true that our High-Self is beginingless, And while it may be difficult to 
explain in words how our High-Self made its first beginnings---It nevertheless 
DID have a beginning. Or, in other words, while you way never have an ending,you 
certainly did have a beginning somwskhre, sometime, in the infinitly vast period of 
your previous existences, Perhaps it will simplify the matter to plunge at once 
into a discussion of that which we call our Porscnality, our human nature,

IN EACH HUMAN INCARNATION CERTAIN VIBRATIONS ARE RECORDED UPON THE ETERNAL ENERGIES 
and substances which flow through us. These Vibrations are,erroneously, called 
"zo0d" and "evil." More correctly, they would be termed constructive and de- 
structive, or progressive and retrogressive-—-that which builds and that which 
tears dom. These Vibrations are legion, both the good and the bad, so-called. 
Those which are "evil" are projected from the three lower centers of Chakras we 
have tlearned something about, Those which are projected from the three higher 
centers are "progressive", "good" and "constructive." These Vibrations form the 
Patterns which will be used by The Spirit to build the Hisher Sel, or the Indivi- 
dualized Soul. ‘he Vibrations from the lower Chakras build the Patterns which are 
the Personality of each separate lifetime. (And they are thus mortal and finite. 
While the Higher Patterns are Immortal and Biernai.) 


In each lifetime the Ego or Spirit will create a body which uses the three lower 
| centers or Chakras as a scicutist uses his laboratory. The Spirit experiments 
only with the three lower Rays, or the Cosmic Vibrations which move through the 
Root Center at the base ofthe spine, the Spieen Center, on the left side of the 
body, and the Navel, or Sslar-Plezas Center. These three Chakras, Wheels or 
Brains, make up what is calied the Human Personality, In each lifetime it is of 
@ new and different construction; and the Vibrations from these centers will, in 
each lifetime, move in a new pattern upon each other. If the Spirit comes in 
to a body that is created by Chinese parents the Patterns of that lifetime will 
of course be very different to the Patterns builé when the Spirit returns to a 
body provided by English parents. In the third embodiement, in which the Ego or 
] Divine Spark steps into a body provided by Spanish parents, the Patterns wili be 
of a still different character and purpose. Thus the experiences of the Human 
P ersonality will be different-——but only in a superficial way. For,assuming,as 
is often the case, that the Spirit was that of an artist in all three embodie- 
nents==the Life's experiences would not have mach variety, although learning the 
principles of Art as characteristic to Chinese, Fugiish and Spanish ideals, We 
must therefore look to a more complets anc. compiex explanation of the development 
of the Higher-Seif, our Immortal Nature, our Cosiic-Consciousness, 
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THE ACCOMPANYING DIAGRAM MAY HELP TO EXPLAIN THE DEVELOPMENT OF THE HUMAN PERSON- 
ality and its eventual absorption (or Ascension) into the Divine Individuality. 


The mortal life and activity of our physical world is to be considered as the 

| lower triangle, with its divisions 1,2 and 3, It is into this world, and thru 
these Chakras of Saturn,Jupiter and Mars that each human embodiement develops. 

At the hour of physical death whatever of discord and imperfection the Spirit may 
have generated up to that time will remain behind in the lower planes of the 
Astral world, That which is pure and perfected will rise up into the higher and 
more spiritualized planes, and Chakras, of the upper triangle,

Perhaps an illustration taken directly from the Records of Nature,or the Akashic 
Ethers, will present the principle more clearly. bout 350 B.C, a dynamic Spirit 
took embodiement as the son of Philip of Macedonia. This human personality lived 
in the physical world for thirty~one years but his memory and the glittering 
records of his deeds live even today. This human was called Alexander,the Great. 
A little more than 1800 years later (1491 to be exact) this Spirit took physical 
form again in Spain and was known under the name of Ignatius Loyola, founder of 
the Jesuit Order. In 1556, at the age of 65 this Spirit left the earth world. 
Less than 300 years later, in 1813, we find this entity returning to physical 
life and achieving fame in the field of music as unusual as his renown in the old 
world of conquest and his triumph as a soldier of The Christ. Today we bow in 
admiration before the genius of this spirit who revealed itself as Richard Wagner 
the German musician and operatic composer, 


Thus we have Alexander the soldier, Loyola the soldier-mystic, and Wagner the 
soldier-mystic-mysician. But these personalities were part of the same Individual- 
izing Entity into Whom all the purified and perfected experiences were drawn. 


Let us consider the life of Alexander the Great. What were the outstanding traits 
which he, as a soldier, would naturally develop that could be lifted up into the 
higher planes of spiritual consciousness and held there for future expression? 
Loyalty, discipline, endurance and courage would certainly be a part of his native 
character as the son of a great warrior. And these qualities he did exhibit in 
the early years of his career, Vanity, conceit, pride, impatience and cruelty 
were among the evil or imperfect qualities he also ddéveloped. These qualities 
would therefore be unable to pass above the boundaries of the lower astral world. 


1800 Years later, this same spirit returned, againa a soldier. But his personal 
exploits as a soldier were almost insignificant compared to his record as great 
Alexander. At the age of 31, instead of dying to the physical world as before, 
he experienced a strange mystical development and dedicated his life to God. With 
the great qualities of discipline, obediance and loyalty which he learned ages ago 
he began to study for the priesthood, Eventually he founded a militant order of 
consecrated men who became known as the most powerful religious organization in 
history. There was a time when their power was feared by even the Vatican at 
Rome. The similarities between the conquests of Loyola and Alexander become very 
clear as centuries pass and the genius of this soldier-mystic spreads over all the 
earth. Leaving its mortai conquests behind once more, this Spirit, now greatly 
intensified and evolved frem its experiences as the Spanish mystic, rests in the 
Upper Triangle for about 300 years, Then, desiring more individual knowledge, 
comes again into mortal consciousness. In seventy years it is ready to return to 
its place in the Higher Astral Zones-—-having carved out another incredible car- 
eer in a field which may at first seem little related to war and mysticism, But 
notice the kind of msic Wagner wrote, observe his operatic themes, What else do 
we discover but the echoes of Alexender and Loyola? Warfare and conquest; religion 
and mysticism fill Wagner's music from beginning to end? And his next life??? 
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THE EARNES! STUDENT WILL BE ABUNDANTLY REWARDED BY SPENDING A FEW HOURS READING 
something of the history of these three celebrated personalities. The many 
similarities between the lives of these men will at once be apparent, And the 
remarkable likness of their separate natures will pass beyond any possible co- 
incidence. We do not have space here to continue this fascinating example, other 
than to say that this Spirit, last imowm as Richard Wagner, is now resting inthe 
Heaven World, absorbing the spiritual fruits of his warriormystic-musician soul; 
and preparing to choose his next physical embodiement. 


Looking once more at the diagram, it should now be more clear why the Spiritual 
Triangle, the Individuality of this Spirit, after having had the experiences of 
the three personalities, is now vastly more expanded and developed than when it 
took embodiement as the infant Alexander, 


Just as muddy water can be purified by fire so that the steaming distillate is 
carried upward and the impure residue left behind, sp too do each of us, in our 
different lifetimes, experience something of a distilling which carries off the 
purified essence of our personalities and unites it with our Immortal Spirit. 


This Immortal Spirit is the Higher-Self which we are constantly developing year 
after year in our earthly pilgrimages as fleshly-embodied Beings, Every hour 
we are adding to the sum total of our Spiritual Individuality—or compelling it 
to endure further limitation, impurity and slavery to the lower personality. 

© It is far the protection of our Immortal Spirit that the human body, and its 
mortal consciousness, are brought to periodic halts through physical death, At 
certain times it is necessary for the human will to be superceded by a higher 
aspect of Will. If the diagram is studied, the presence of a heart can be seen 
between the points of both the upper and lower triangle, The significance of 
the heart at this strategic point is to indicate that, until the moment of our 
physical death, we have the ability to choose, to exert our wills, to determine 
what shall act in our worlds. When, for various reasons, we have failed to 
properly, or fully, exploit this divine prerogative of Will, and choose the good, 
we are deprived of this power of choice---and must surrender our body of clay. 
In this way our Immortal Spirit is released from the terrible limitations of evil 
and ignorance we so constantly impose upon It. 


It naturally follows that, having had the experiences of a hundred human person- 
alities, our Immortal Spirit, our Higher=Self, will be much more Individualized 

or identified than when we were just beginning our earthly pilgrimages, For ex=- 
ample, the Divine Spirit of a Loyola or a Wagner, A Napoleon or a MacArthur will 
be far more highly individualized and evolvedthan a Fiji Islander or a jungleman, 


Each embodiement adds something to the gradually evolving Higher-Self. Eventually 
there comes a time when no further lesson can be learned, no further skill can be 
achieved---and all our impure creations of the past have been refined and redeem- 
ed, At this wonderful point it is no longer necessary for the Divine Spirit 

to seek experience or development in the mortal plane, or as a human being. 


This Supreme Hour is here for thousands of the Disciples of the Light who are in 

embodiement now. We are assured of this by the Great Elder Brothers, They tell 

us that in many cases the Student is merely repeating old patterns, re-learning 

old lessons and blindly struggling along a treadmill which is getting us nowhere. 

It is therefore the greatest wisdom to seek to know how to complete our Individual 

* Destiny, how to end this senseless chain of death and rebirth, how tof ree our 

Divine Spirit from the Maya or illusion of the mortal senses and human errors. 

These Great Guardians of Humanity stand ready and able to instantly take our hand 

and lead us to our speedy and complete Resurrection of our Immortal Selves. 1 
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
